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A Salty Story

The combination of snow, freezing rains and record-breaking 
frigid temperatures since late December has resulted in a frantic 
search for salt by municipal, county and state officials. Greenbelt’s 
stockpile of 100 tons of salt left over from previous years vanished 
on January 7, as did a small amount that was later purchased 
from the county. As of January 11, the county as well as the 
state was reported to be nearly out of the salting compound used 
to clear snow and ice from roads. 


Public Works Superintendent Al¬ 
bert Attick said that the city was 
expecting a shipment of about 110 
tons of solar salt momentarily if 
the ships coming from Venezuela 
can cut through the frozen Chesa¬ 
peake Bay. Another shipment is 
expected in the near future. 

In the meantime, 25 tons of sand 
mixed with calcium chloride, a com¬ 
pound which keeps the sand from 
freezing, is being utilized. Another 
25 tons of sand without calcium 
chloride was purchased last Friday 
from A. H. Smith Sand and Gravel. 
City crews have worked tirelessly - 
at times all night, on weekends and 
during and after snow storms - to 
ease driving conditions in Green- 
belt Streets are generally in good 
shape except for some ice patches 
and parking areas along the sides 
of the streets. For the pedestrian, 
walking has been rough. 

In not-so-good condition are the 
GHI court parking areas. GHI has 
neither the equipment, manpower 
nor funds to cope with this unique 
happening. GHI personnel have 
sanded areas where fuel tanks are 
located and other critical spots. 

The city, county and state pur 
chase solar salt from companies 
located in Baltimore - Diamond 
Crystal, Harvey Salt, Morton Salt 
and Diamond Salt, Solar salt comes 
from sea water which is pumped 
into lagoons where the water ev¬ 
aporates from the heat of the sun. 
The residue is solar salt. Attick no¬ 
ted that the city has been using the 
fine solar salt for about five years. 
Previously, the coarser rock salt 
was utilized for some 15 years. So¬ 
lar salt works better and sometimes 
leaves a powder residue which is 
helpful in the event of more snow. 
Prior to rock salt, sand was 
Spread during snow storms. 

Greenbelt’s need for salt has di¬ 
minished over the years. Attick 
thought that one would have to go 
ba<& to 1941 to find a cold spell 
matching this year’s. He also 
thought the severest of all winters 
occurred in 1935 and 1936 when 


Outstanding City Employee 
Nominations Open To All 

The city council has authorized 
a program to recognize a city em¬ 
ployee each year for outstanding 
service to the city. The selection 
for this, the sixth annual award, 
shall be made by the city council 
based upon the employee's overall 
work record with the city, and, in 
particular, his or her record with 
the city during the past year. A 
particular event, such as a heroic 
feat, might be considered, but the 
general work record of the em¬ 
ployee is of prime importance for 
the making of an award. 

How to nominate: Any citizen or 
employee of the city may nominate 
one or more employees for this 
award. Nomination blanks may 
be obtained from the city offices or 
by simply submitting in writing the 
nomination of an employee and the 
reasons why the nominee deserves 
recognition as the outstanding em¬ 
ployee of the city or Greenbelt at 
the time of nomination. 

Deadline: Nominations must be 
submitted not later than noon, Feb¬ 
ruary 18. 

Avurcl: The Outstanding City 
Employee will receive a $100 sav¬ 
ings band and a:i inscribed wall 
plaque. 


Greenbelt was in the construction 
stage. 

Budgets for fiscal years 1970 
through 1973 called for $3,000-$3,500 
per year for salt. In 1974 and 1975, 
the amount was reduced to $2,000. 
During this period the amounts ap¬ 
propriated for the purchase of salt 
were not used up, as surplus stock 
was built up. In the fiscal year 
1976, $1,700 was budgeted and $1,650 
spent with a surplus of 100 tons of 
salt stockpiled at the end of the 
winter. The 1977 budget for this 
winter appropriated $2,000, The cost 
for salt is almost up to $15.00 a ton 

last year a ton was tagged at a- 
bout $14.50, 

Salt and sand is now stored on 
the grounds of the Municipal Ware¬ 
house. Attick has been exploring 
the possibility of the city purchas¬ 
ing a salt storage igloo similar to, 
but smaller than (up to a 400-ton 
capacity) the 1,200-ton capacity iglo 
that sits on a concrete base next 
to the State Highway Administra¬ 
tion building on Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue. Storing salt outdoors is not 
environmentally sound and results 
in a lost of salt through runoff and 
dissolution. 

While the snow and ice creates 
problems for the city, Attick points 
out that the freezing temperatures 
have beneficial effects - “It destroys 
insect eggs and larva and has a 
good effect on air quality.” And, of 
course, the sleighing has been 
great!

City Threaiened With 
Loss of County Rebate 

A move by county executive Win¬ 
field M. Kelly, Jr, to eliminate the 
tax differential program for county 
muuicipalities if n?w sources of 
teveiui6 and tax reform measures 
are not forthcoming from the Mary¬ 
land General Assembly can create a 
dent in the Greenbelt city budget of 
about $50 000. This is roughly equi¬ 
valent to about 6 cents on the tax 
rate. 

The county has been paying a re¬ 
bate to municipalities for the costs 
of services such as street lighting 
and maintenance which otherwise 
would have to be performed by the 
county. The Prince Georges County 
Municipal Association already is 
unset about the small tax rebates 
towns now get from the county, cs 
peeiallv in the case of cities having 
municipal police deportments.

“MARITAL STATUS” DEFINITION

On Thursday, January 13, eight members of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. along with Royal D. Breashears, Manager, and attorney Albert 
Ginsberg attended a preliminary hearing in Upper Marlboro before 
county council members Bogely, Casula and Koonce. The hearing 
concerned a proposed Act, Bill No. CB-3-1977, to amend Section^ 
of the Human Relations Commission Act as adopted by CB-1-1972 


so as to add a definition of the ter 

The proposed definition reads: - 

Marital Status” means the statu 8 
of a person being either married, 
single, wildowed, separated or di¬ 
vorced. It shall not be construed 
in the case of housing to prohibit 
the restricted use of duellings to 
persons who are related by blood 
or marriage. 

This bill is being presented for 
enactment because of the pharse 
“immediate family” in the GHI mu¬ 
tual ownership contract and its in¬ 
terpretation by -the county Human 
Relations Staff, as reported in the 
News Review of December 9 and 
December 30, 1976. 

GHI Favors Change 

GHI president James Smith, in 
a prepared statement said -that GHI 
has never discriminated against 
single people but it has always held 
that people unrelated by blood or 
marriage do not constitute a fam¬ 
ily unit. Several members of Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. who were present 
indicated that they are single and 
the fact that they are members 
proves that the cooperative does 
not discriminate against single 
people. All eight GHI members pre¬ 
sent said they support the pro¬ 
posed bill. 

Albert Ginsberg, attorney for G- 
HI, spoke again as he had before 
the hearing of the Human Relations 
Commission, of a 1963 court case 
which defended GHI’s right to ter¬ 
minate a contract of a woman who 
was living with a man not her hus¬ 
band. Ginsberg also pointed- out 
that the staff of the Human Re¬ 
lations Commission was relying on 
the maximum permissible number

As its first task, the Greenbelt 
Citizens’ Committee to study school 
closings has decided to conduct a 
door-to-door survey of the entire 
popualtion of the city. The purpose 
of the survey will be to determine 
how many elementary and pre¬ 
school children are now living in 
Greenbelt. The committee feels it 
is vital to have an accurate count 
of these youngsters in order to show 
the school board that all of Green- 
belt’s schools should be kept open 
and also, if possible, to reduce the 
busing of Greenbelt children. 

Volunteers are needed in all areas 
of the city in order to conduct this 
survey. Anyone who can help should 
call the survey chairman, Jackie 
Morrison, 474-0945. 

Many parents at the Tuesday, 
January 18 meeting, expressed con¬ 
cern over the vulnerability of 
Greenbelt’s bused youngsters being 
shifted all around the county if 
some schools are closed. Reasons 
cited were that Greenbelt is close 
to major highways, the Baltimore- 
Washington Pkwy. and the Belt- 
way; Greenbelt is a clustered com¬ 
munity where a number of children 
could be picked up and transported 
in a short time period: and children 
once bused are more easily moved 
around again in anv school board 
plan. 

Citizens concerned about the pos¬ 
sible closing of Greenbelt’s elemen¬ 
tary school should plan to attend 
the n^xt meeting of the Citizens’ 
Committee on Tuesday. February 1. 
The committee elected Howard Sa 
vn£- as chairman and John Hag- 
£ J t, vie* chairmen.

of persons who may occupy a dwel¬ 
ling under zoning regulations as 
prohibiting any other criteria for 
limiting occupancy of that dwel¬ 
ling, whereas zoning regulations are 
not law and do not deal with mar¬ 
ital status. 

Representatives of the Prince Ge¬ 
orges Chamber of Commerce, the 
Realtors Board, and the Landlord- 
Tenant Relations Committee were 
also present and supported the pro¬ 
posed bill. 

Opposes Change 

Kathy LeFevre, speaking for the 
staff of the Human Relations Com¬ 
mission (the Commission itself has 
not yet acted on the matter), had 
a two-pronged thrust to her pre¬ 
sentation. First, as stated above, 
she cited zoning regulations as not 
prohibiting two unrelated persons 
from occupying a dwelling. Sec¬ 
ondly, she claimed that the GHI 
mutual ownership contract dis¬ 
criminates economically against 
single people in that it permits 
married couples with two incomes 
to share the cost of the housing 
but requires a single person to sup¬ 
port that cost with only one income 
by not permitting another single 
person with income to occupy the 
house. LeFevre also said, “You can¬ 
not legislate morality.” All attor¬ 
neys present questioned the accur¬ 
acy of this statement, since many 
laws do designate immorality. 

Councilman Bogely said he hoped 
that if the GHI case should end up 
in court, GHI would call him as a 
witness because he could say of a 
certainty that when the county 
council created the Human Rela¬ 
tions Commission in 1972, it had 
not intended to force any commun¬ 
ity to admit unrelated people of 
the opposite sex as members, ten¬ 
ants, or buyers. He also suggest¬ 
ed that when the whole council 
holds a hearing on this proposed 
bill, a great many GHI members at¬ 
tend the hearing. 

Councilmen Bogely and Casula 
both said they intended to vote for 
the definition of marital status as 
contained in CB-3-1977; Council 
woman Koonce made no comment.

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Let's Limit Occupants Not 
Family Relationships in GHI 

To the Editor: 

Janet James’ letter in the Jan. 13 
News Review on GHI rules prohi¬ 
biting people not related by blood 
or marriage from becoming mem¬ 
bers and occupying a GHI dwelling 
together requires a flock of an¬ 
swers. 

With all due respect to Janet— 
whom T do respect and like much, 
and for whose many services to our 
housing co-op we all are indebted— 
I am impelled to say that her some¬ 
what dubious reliance on ancient 
history (Israel, China, Japan, etc.) 
and her genuine feelings about mo¬ 
nogamy and marriage do not con¬ 
stitute an adequate guide to present 
needs. 

Nor is the present GHI rule sim¬ 
ple in its application, though I con¬ 
fess in all the years I dealt with 
other aspects of GHI’s bylaws I 
never thought to ask how the rules 
■ re being interpreted and applied. 
Not until the recent News Review 
nows stories on the litigation before 
eounty human rights agency did I 
stop to think about the implications 
of GHI’s policy and to ask board 
members questions. What I have 
been told should be known by all: 

Under GHI’s family only policy, 
unless the GHI Board grants a spe¬ 
cific exception in a specific case, 
it is forbidden to have any non 
member of the family staying at 
your home for over a month. This 
isn’t only applicable to a man and 
a woman being unmarried lovers to¬ 
gether, which is what Janet is 
steamed up about and, I take it, 
what Gabo Sucher is saying GHI 
should not take it upon itself to 
interfere with insofar as it involves 
GHI contracts. 

If a GHI family comes on hard 
times job loss, incapacitating in¬ 
jury, etc. that family can’t take 
in a paying lodger to help meet the 
monthly payments. If i GHI mem¬ 
ber is on a fixed and inadequate re¬ 
tirement income* he, she or they 
can’t take in a paying lodger; the 
member could be an elderly widow, 
and the lodger a young woman, and 
no sexual activity is involved, but 
it still is a no-no. If an elderly 
GHI member living alone has need 
of a young companion to help him 
or her get around, etc., because the 
member no longer can do for him- 
co!f or herself, or just to have some¬ 
one to talk to, to be read to by, and 
the companion is to live in, that’s a 
no-no. . 

If a GHI member family wishes 
to take in a student or two, because 
there are empty rooms since the 
children of the family have grown 
up and moved out or because the 
member is one person in a house 
big enough for several, or perhaps 
to take in an exchange student 
from abroad or a long time friend 
who has fallen on hard times — these 
also are no-nos. 

If, as I understand also has oc¬ 
curred, the father in a GHI family 
dies, and the young children’s ther¬ 
apist advises the mother to take in 
a young man v so there’s a sort of 
father-image around, then even if 
the young man sleeps in a different 
room than anyone else, that too is 
a no-no. (There was a complicat¬ 
ing factor in this case, I am told: 
the young man was sleeping in a 
basement room without a door and 
this ran afoul of a county rule. But 
absent that factor, this situation 
still would have been counter to the 
GHI family-only rule.) 

About the only kind of violation of 
the family-only rule which GHI 
never has treated as a violation — 
and I am glad we haven’t — is the 
co-habitation of several women who 
are not what we normally think of 
as a family, in a GHI house on 
Crescent. They’ve been there for 
many years, I guess, and I don't 
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even know whether they are the 
same persons year after year. But 
it’s all right; they have the right 
sponsorship; they live in a convent 
made out of GHI units. 

The family-only rule is much 
broader than most us realize; it 
says in ways I never realized that 
our home isn’t our literal home. 

Yes, I will tell you that I person¬ 
ally believe it also is none of GHI's 
business whether a couple are co¬ 
habiting but unmarried. If they 
have the steady income, good credit, 
meet our normal tests, I say let 
them buy in and live here. Let 
both of them sign the contract, so 
both have an incentive to make a go 
of it and a stake in GHI’s success, 
and so that GHI can have a legal 
right to hold whichever one of them 
remains (if they break up, which 
even married couple-s sometimes do)- 
to their responsibilities to GHI. 

The situation is even more com 
plicated that I’ve suggested so far. 
I’ve been told that the county agen¬ 
cy involved in that litigation has 
some* ideas about requiring GHI to 
admit as residents two adults per 
room. I find that hard to believe; 
it smacks of a Russian-type stand¬ 
ard of living and it also would seem 
to be an exceeding by the agency of 
authority to do the necessary job 
it was set up for. If the county, or 
any other governing body, tries to 
insist that GHI accept as many as 
two adults per room, I think the 
GHI board should try to fight that 
by all legal means. 

In sum, I think we are living in 
today’s world and must adjust our 
thinking to it. We have a family- 
only rule which is too broad, too 
all-encompassing in what it forbids 
(at least, forbids without board eon- 
sen J. I think we have no business 
limbing use of a GHI home by the 
member in the ways now forbidden, 
nor refusing to admit to member¬ 
ship on the stated grounds. 

But I also think we need to con¬ 
sider adoption of a carefully-writ¬ 
ten reasonable rule on the maxi 
mum number of occupants (we have 
none now except for new appli¬ 
cants!) which would allow for such 
things as births after moving in, 
etc., but would ban a swarming, 
formless and unpleasant-to-live- 
near mob from being a “member.” 
A family-type community is great, 
but the forms of family are chang 
mg and the nuclear family should 
not be the only one we consider. In 
deed, it isn’t; we do have single 
persons as members (and we don’t 
monitor their callers). Now let’s 
think a little beyond that. 

By the way, does my friend Janet 
James really want an ancient type 
of extended family (grand-parents, 
aun^ts and uncles and cousins by the 
dozens, along with papa, mama and 
the 14 kids in a GHI home?

Miss James’ references to our 
"downhill” society and illegitimate 
births as reasons for denying GHt 
homes to those who don’t choose to 
live traditionally are not a reflection 
of immorality on the part of untra- 
ditional families, but an indication 
that she cannot accept reality. 

Any aware person knows that 
"family” now means any two or 
more people who live together, re¬ 
gardless of whether or not they are 
related by blood or bound by an ob¬ 
scure piece of paper and promises. 
The latest Census Bureau statistics 
show that one out of three mar¬ 
riages in the 25-35 age group will 
end in divorce and that marriages 
in all age groups are ending in di¬ 
vorce at a fast rate. In 1964, when 
Betty Fried an wrote The Feminine 
Mystique, half of all married men 
were having extra marital affairs by 
the fifteenth year of marriage. Is 
this the "historically proven moral 
ity” you speak of? I'm sure that 
figure is much higher now. 

It is missing the point to tag a 
moral judgment on these changes;

Twenty-seven youngsters from 
the Greenbriar condominium de¬ 
velopment attend the Catherine T. 
Roed elementary school located near 
DuV&l High School. Reed is in¬ 
cluded in School Closing Study Area 
2B along with North End, Center, 
Gay wood, Lanham and Magnolia 
Elementary Schools.
